Upon a careful Survey of all other Forms 


of Government that will appear beſt in which 
the Laws by mutual Conſent are made the 


ſtanding Meaſures of every ones Actions in So- 
ciety, both of them who are entruſted with 


the Power of making and executing b., 


Laws, as of ſuch as are the inferior and 
leſs noble Parts of the Community. Por tis 
not to be luppoſed, that the Legiflature 
ſhould knowingly ena w-, thin into Law but 
what in its natural Courſe of Operation fome 
way or other tended to its own Emolument ; 
by which wiſe Allotment, private Propert 
will be more effeQually fecur'd, and the 
publick Intereſt render d more ſacred and in- 
violable. And it is the peculiar Felicity of 
the People of Great Britain to have the Le- 
giſlative ſhar'd out to diſtinct Orders of Men, 
Which, ſuppoſing them to have diſtin& and 
_ oppoſite Intereſts, as in ſome Inſtances the 
might have, would, under ſuch a Diſtribution, 
be a ſeaſonable Check upon one another.

Mens Account, the Height and fulleſt Exterit 
gol Liberty will be thought to conſiſt, not in 
living without a Rule, or under no Reſtraint, 
but in being govern'd by Laws of their own 
making, or which comes to the ſame, to 
which every one, if not immediately, yet

Or did not the nigh Approach of them terrify 
and make us aſtaid ? its neither the Prof; A 
of them at that time could, nor the Re- 
cital of them now will, have any Effe& upon 
us, we have, certainly, loſt our Senſibility; 
and are become, in a manner, as ſtupid an 
lifeleſs as the Ground we tread on. And 
nothing but the actual feeling them can raiſe 
us out of, our Lethargy. . But for the Pub- 
licks, more than for our own, Sakes, may the 
Experiment be never brought home to us! 
but rather let us continue inſenſible ſtill! 
And as for thoſe who have other Thoughts 


of the Matter, lively and affecting Appre- 


henſions of the Danger they have eſcaped,
